WASHINGTON, June 24.— A 
new American congressional de- 
mand for work-or-fight legisla-

As congressional and other 
groups studied President Roose- 
velt’s request that the legal induc- 
tion age be raised from 45 to 65 as 
a weapon against strikers, there 
were indications of vigorous op- 
position from many quarters.

tiles in all war theatres to date. Of; 
that number 15,132 were killed in| 
action or died of wounds. 

Army casualties total 63,958, | 
Stimson said, and the navy’s latest, 
list, also ‘issued today, placed navy, 
marine corps and coast guard 
losses at 23,346, with 7,604 dead, 4,- 
732 wounded and 11,010 missing. 

The lull in recent fighting has 
permitted the army to complete a 
tabulation of its casualty reports, 
Stimson told his press conference, 
disclosing that the army has lost 
7,528 men who were killed in ac- 
tion or died of wounds, 17,128 
wounded, 22,687 missing, and 16,613 
officially reported prisoners of the 
Japanese, the Germans or the Ital- 
ians.

British experts reported that 
well over 1,500,000 Germans now 
are tied down in western Europe 
manning the flak and fighter de- 
fences, including full-time A.R.P 
personnel.

Canada’s Manpower Policy 
Best ‘That Can be Devised’ 


Mitchell States in House ran = ee

OTTAWA, June 24.—(CP)—Labor Minister, Mitchell 
yesterday told the House of Commons the Canadian man- 
power policy was the best “that can be devised,” and revealed 
youths of 16, 17 and 18 have been made liable to compulsory 


employment transfer orders. 


In a detailed statement made 
as the house began its review of 
1945-44 labor department esti- 
mates, Mr. Mitchell described the 
distribution of manpower and 
womanpower resources, the em- 
ployment of Japanese, conscien- 
tious objectors and prisoners of 
war, the demands of the armed 
forces and war industry and steps 
taken to ensure agriculture min- 
ing and other vital activities were 
Provided with workers. He warn- 
ed that shortages of labor would 
continue as long as the war. 


Mr, Mitchell called the 
power policies. good, but spokes- 
men for opposition parties who 


followed, launched sharp criticism 
of the program and its administra- 
tion 


REVIEW POLICIES 

Opposition members who review- 
ed manpower policies last night 
were J, G. Diefenbaker (Prog. Con., 
Lake Centre), Angus MacInnis (C, 
C.F., Vancouver East), Rev. E. G. 
Hansell (N.D., Macleod), A, M. 
Nicholson (C.C.F,, Mackenzie) and

Mr, Diefenbaker said that if 
there had been equality in the 
calling of men for compulsory 


military training across Canada to 
Dec, 1, 1942, there would have been 
no shortage of manpower on west- 
ern Canadian and Ontario farms. 
Mr, Macinnis said that work- 
ers had not been considered as 
human beings or as members of 

the community entitled to a 
voice in determining the condi- 
tions under which they should 
work, 

Mr. Hansell said the government 
had failed to use foresight in deal- 
ing with the coal emergency and 
providing earlier the manpower 


needed to maintain this essential 
industry. 
Earlier, Mr, Diefenbaker said 


Mr. Mitchell's claim the manpower 
policy was the best that could be 
devised was “a fine example of 
extravagant overstatement.” 

The minister based his statement 
on this primary declaration: 

NEED NO APOLOGY 

“No apology need be made for 
the selective service program of 
Canada. There are and will con- 
tinue to be labor shortages, em- 
ergency conditions will arise which 
will necessitate emergency mcea- 
fures, but we are engaged in a 
total war and things cannot be as 
norma! as in peace time. 

“In fact, if we did not have labor 
shortages we could not claim to be 
waging total war.” 

He said that 5,100,000 men and 
women out of a total population 
of 8,720,000 aged 14 years and 
over were in the armed services 
or at work. 

He said new regulations have 
been issued making youths of 16, 
17 and 18 years of age liable to 
compulsory transfer orders in em- 
ployment in the same manner as 
men in the age groups liable for 
compulsory training. 

A wide range of non-essential 
industries has been listed by the 
labor department, and from these 
men in the age groups liable for 
compulsory military training may 
be transferred by order to other 
more essential employment. This 
authority now may be applied to 
the youths. 


PROVIDE WOODCUTTERS 


The minister announced also that 
to provide manpower for fuelwood 
cutting operations, selective ser- 
vice officers have been authorized 
to give compulsory direction for 
the employment of men between 16 
and 65 for this work. 

A similar provision has been 
made for direction to employ- 
ment in fishing and fish-process- 
ing to meet “the pressing needs” 
of the fishing industry of the 
maritime provinces and “to bol- 
ster production of this necessary 
food.” 

This compulsory direction also is 
applicable to men in non-essential 
industry, 

A new regulation forbids the em- 
ployment of a teacher in any other 
occupation unless by special per- 
mit. This regulation has been 
made effective following repre- 

sentations from provincial depart- 
ments of education. 


LAUDS FARM WORKERS 

Mr. Mitchell praised workers on 
farms for their production achieve- 
ments attained in spite of reduced 
labor forces, and said policies to 
maintain the farm working 
strength were being effectively ap- 
plied. 

The percentage of military train- 
ing postponements granted farmers, 
in relation to applications, had 
risen substantially in the past year. 

Due to the successful end of 
the Tunisian campaign and the 
consequent readjustment of the 
production program, it was not 
possible to give a precise esti- 
mate of the war industry require- 
ments. As of February, however, 
the program called for an in- 
crease of about 20,000 men and

OTTAWA, June 24.—(CP)—Labor Minister Mitchel] 
said in the House of Commons yesterday that a re-registra- 
tion of single men liable for compulsory military training, 
| conducted last winter, hid accounted for many who were in 
default or who had been overlooked. 

Men covered were those who had failed to receive or acknowledge 

notices of medical examination, or to present themselves for 
examination. 


In all, 144,973 had re-registered, a considerable number being men 
who had not been required to do so. The largest re-registeration totals 
by military districts were: Toropto, 24,994; Montreal, 23,741, and Regina, 
24,281. 


Require Evidence of Unfitness 


Because of the check which had been tnade, every man liable for 
military service. except those in the forces or on postponement, would 
have’ evidence of unfitness, Mr. Mitchell said 


“Through employers and otherwise we shall, therefore, be able 
effectively to enforce the regulations,” he said. 


In addition, all medical rejections were being reviewed and these 
re-examinations would be completed in about two months,

Restoration of Spanish 
Monarchy Strongly Urged 


BERNE, Switzerland, June 24 
(AP)—Restoration of the Spanish

Edmonton's busy airport is getting 
busier, and in prospect of becoming still 
more busy. An extension is being made 
to the No, 2 hangar, to provide more hous- 
ing for planes and more office room for the 
Canadian Pacific Airlines. The extra space 
is rgquired for commercial, not military, 
aviation, and the need arises from the 
growing volume of civilian traffic into and 
out of the north country. 

The $30,000 that is being put into this 
extension is not an expense, but an invest- 
ment. The company pays a rental of 15 
per cent of the cost of the accommodation, 
under a five year agreement. At the end 
of that time three-quarters of the cost will 
have been recovered, less maintenance 
charges; and five years from now quar- 
ters at the airport are likely to be in very 
keen demand. ’ 

The airport is a productive asset, and 
the city council does well to supply accom- 
modation there as it is needed. 


Three Centres Wrecked 


In three nightly raids starting with 
Sunday last, the R.A.F. and R.C.A.F. lost 
82 planes over Hitler's chief munitions 
area—most of them block-buster carrying 
bombers. As 700 planes went over in one 
raid, the loss-ratio for the three nights 
cannot have been far over 5 per cent, which 
is considered a moderate margin. 

Against these losses stand damages in- 
flicted on the enemy which in the military 
sense daiance the score many times. At 
Friedrichshafen a radio equipment factory 
was destroyed, at which instruments for 
plane-detection were produced in great 
numbers and of high efficiency. At Kre- 
feld a synthetic rubber factory was wiped 
out, at which there had been produced 
about 20 per cent of the Nazi supply. Mul- 
heim was the third target, so effectively 
bombed that the fires in its steel 
plants were visible for a hundred miles. 

The more serious loss to the Allies was 
that of the crews, not the planes. These 
may have numbered five hundred highly 
trained men. Some of them no doubt 
bailed out successfully, and will be heard 
of later as prisoners of war; but they are 
all lost to the air forces. Only the great 
air training system built up in Canada 
makes it possible for the R.A.F. and the 
R.C.A.F. to carry on despite such losses of 
crewmen. 

On any reasonable basis of calculation 
the plant-destruction accomplished in 
these three raids saved the lives of many 
times this number of Allied airmen, sol- 
diers and sailors. By no other method of 
attack could the results have been obtain- 
ed without incomparably greater loss of 
men. And had these plants not been des- 
troyed the “tools’ produced in them would 
in a matter of weeks or months have cost 
the Allies more men than flew to the at- 
tacks.

Helping the Customers 


The United States is to finance the es- 
tablishment of experimental agricultural 
Stations in Bolivia—perhaps in other South 
American countries. Off-hand that might 
seem *o be bad policy. The world mar- 
kets are glutted with wheat. Britain has 
learned in the war years to grow more 
of its own food. The devastated and im- 
poverished countries in Europe will have 
nothing with which to buy when the war 
ends, and must of necessity cultivate their 
soil. Teaching South Americans how to 
farm better looks like building up com- 
petition for the farmers of the United 
States—and Canada. 

But this is too narrow a view. Canada, 
no less than the United States, will need 
customers when the war is over, We can- 
not sell farm products or anything else in 
countries which cannot pay for them. 
Bolivia and other South American states 
may go in for other kinds of farm products 
than those Canada has to sell. They prob- 
ably will, if the experimental] stations de- 
vote themselves to finding out the par- 


ticular capabilities of the local soil and | 


climate. 

Financing these stagione is a small 
scale illustration of the broad policy that 
highly developed countries will heve to fol- 
low if they are to build up buying power 
among peoples to whom they hope to sel] 
their products, particularly industria] pro- 
ducts. Even should Bolivia start growing 
wheat or cattle on a large scale, the bet- 
tered condition of its people would make 
them better customers for imported fac- 
tory products—and the more goods Cana- 
dian factories can sell abroad when peace 
returns the larger will be the home market 
for Canadian farm products. 

It is along this line of showing pros- 
pective customers abroad how to build 
up their buying power—and helping them 
to do so—that international trade will have 
to be developed. 


Under Way 


Construction of the 250 houses to be 
built in the city by Wartime Housing got 
under way on Monday; to bg followed, un- 
fortunately, by heavy and prolonged rain, 
a far from encouraging promise as to 
weather conditions. This is important be- 
cause a good deal of time has already been 
fost unavoidably and fast work will be re- 
quired to complete the huge undertaking 
before winter arrives. 

The project is unique in more than one

respect. This is by far the largest number 
of houses any single agency hes ever built 
in Edmonton, probably the largest ever 
built by one agency in any western city. 
The houses are being built by the Dominion 
Government. They will remain the pro- 
perty of the Government, being erected for 
rent, not for sale. 

Unlike other Government property, the 
houses will be subject to city taxation. The 
undertaking is thus bringing into exist- 
ence new taxable assets from which the 
city will derive a large amount of revenue 
every year for all time. As the Govern- 
ment will be responsible for the taxes, 
there will be no question of any of the pro- 
perties falling into arrears. 

This number of new houses will not of 
course make overcrowding a thing of the 
past in Edmonton. At the rate of popula- 
tion growth for the last ten years, enough 
people may be expected to move into the 
city during this year to fill up the new ac- 
commodation thus provided. The extra 
space may do little more than off-set the 
new demand for living quarters, leaving 
tbe existing congestion much as it is. 

Even if it does no more than this, the 
project will prevent conditions becoming 
worse than they are, and that is a consid- 
eration of vital importance from the stand- 
points of health and fire hazard, as well as 
of convenience and good housing. A pace 
is being set also which should encourage 
private parties to put up more houses. 
Dominion money is not being put into 
houses in Edmonton as a wild gamble, but 
because the permanent need of more living 
space is recognized. That is a lead for 
private investors. és

by every student in Germany, and 
is already a saga of latent revolt 


Despotism 

Under every despotism of his- 
tory, students have been educated 
in the doctrines of the regime. 
They were educated in Tsarist doc- 
trines under the Tsar of Russia. 
But everywhere revolutionary re- 
volts have been assisted by youth, 
when conditions became unbear- 
able. Then the very indoctrination 
turns back upon the teachers. It is 
a bad symptom for our democra- 
cies when they lose faith in the 
original common sense of the 
human race, reborn in every youth. 

There is no reason to be afrald 
of the youth of any nation, if the 
authorities over them practice 
what they preach, and if the youth 
is offered opportunity for life and 
happiness. The greater the fervor

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Today, I want to tell you some- 
thing about eating for health— 
about the part which diet plays in 
helping you to keep well. Diet 
| refers to “the customary allowance 
of food and drink taken by any 
person from day to day.” In other 
| words, your diet depends upon the 
|foods generally eaten from the 
abundance presented to you. 

The most outstanding fact about 
|the modern diet is the wide var- 
iety of foods available. This is the 
{first time in history that the aver- 
age man has had all that he wants 
to eat—had it every day in the 
year. Man's original food frob- 
lem was how to get enough to eat 
lor how to keep from having too 
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now is how to keep from eating too 
much food. Certainly, food can be 
had in a most extraordinary var- 
iety. 

It is vitally necessary that with 
all of these different foods pre- 
sented to us, that we learn to choose 
wisely those foods which are to 
make up our customary diet. It 
becomes important to know what 
foods to select. In selecting food 
it must be selected with an eye to 
its quality and also quantity. Those 
foods should be selected which pro- 
vide the food minerals, the vita- 
mins, protein and bulk. Unques- 
tionably, continued health depends 
very largely upon learning how to 
select your food. - 

The food generally taken must 
be correct as to quantity. When 
the quantity is too large, particu- 
larly as regards the concentrated 
foods, over eating follows as a mat- 
ter of course. Many people ap- 
pear to over eet on these foods 
which should be used in reasonable 
amounts and the bulk of the diet 
may consist of heavy foods. The 
health of such people would be 
benefited By cutting down on the 
amounts of heavy foods used. It

one has become sick. The average | 
patient now asks his doctor what 
kind of a diet is best. That is a 
very common question and shows 
that most sick people understand 
that the cure of practically every | 
disease occurs much faster when 
the correct diet is used. In pre- | 
scribing diets the principal good 
effect to be desired is the improve- 
ment of the health of the whole 
body. Instead of the idea of curing 
some particular disease state, there 
is more the idea of improving the 
health of the entire body through 
the feeding of wholesome food. 
One of the most important hap- | 
penings of the last 25 years has 
been the widespread teaching on 
the subject of diet. Knowledge on 
the subject has been disseminated 
through books on nutrition, through 
Magazine articles, and through 
radio broadcasts. The result is 
that the majority of people now | 
know that diet is probably the | 
most important single factor to be | 
considered in building good health. | 
Several general articles on | 
subject of diet are now ready for 
those of you who would like to 
send for them. I am sure that you 
will be gald to read them.

Although the post-war expan- 
sion possibilities of aviation are

Girls Fight 
For Bare Legs 


LONDON, June 24.—(CP)—If 
any Canadian girls are having 
trouble with a fussy boss who ob- 
jects to bare legs, even in warm 
and sultry days, they may take 
comfort from the fact that a goodly 
batch of Britain's women workers 
have the same argument. 


There was a time in Britain 
when a girl would no more think 
of showing a bare leg in the office 
than going to a swank Mayfair 
hotel in slacks. The war and 
clothes rationing changed all that. 
Girls of every class dine and dance 
in fashionable hotels and restaur- 
ants attired in every type of garb 
—slacks, jumpers, suits or any- 
thing that at least provides cover- 
ing. And many will be barelegged. 

Some, perhaps, have no_ stock- 
ings. Others, husbanding their few 
remaining coupons, may have 
pair of silk or near silk stockings 
and prefer to save them for some 
more “special time. It’s when a 
girl! gets up in the morning that 
she thinks about her legs, especi- 
ally if she has a boss who has ban- 
ned bare legs at work. 


SOME HARD RULES 


The official government view is 
that as long as health is not im- 
paired nothing should be neglecied 
which can save clothing. That's 
where their authority ends for they 
cannot force a firm to permit bare 
legs if the management frowns 
upon the practice. There are a 
lot of business firms, generally de- 
partmental stores and the like, 
where girls have to wear stockings 
or stay at home. 

It's no secret that most girls don't 


like the edict, but all they can do} 


about it is to try to soften up the 
powers that be. Sometimes they 
win, but not always. For instance,

In War Work 


OTTAWA, June 25.—(CP)—The 
number of women engaged in war 
| work has increased from 95,000 in 
February, 1942, to 248,000, Labor 
Minister Mitchell said Wednesday 
in the house of commons. 


Looking to the future, the labor 
minister said it is anticipated that 
women needed for the armed serv- 
ices and essential industry will 


the natural increase in population 
—~60,000 a year—and from house- 
wives and others not working in 
urban areas. 

“In the past 12 months about 
426,152 women were placed in jobs 
by our employment offices,” Mr. 
Mitchell reported. “The number 
engaged in war work increased 
from 95,000 in February, 1942, to 
248,000 at the present time.

But 
before you leave you must take a 
bath, and your clothes must be 
given up for delousing.” 

“You should der«sit your 
money and valuables with the 
cashier here. You will receive a 
proper receipt for them, and af- 
ter you have bathed and your 
clothes have been deloused you 
will receive everything back in 
perfect order.” 

Not until the doors of the death 
chamber open do the doomed peo- 
ple realize what awaits them.

‘Many New Secret Weapons 
| Being Developed in U.S.A. 


Is Now Virtual 
Military Zone

BERNE, June 24.—(AP)—The 
Germans have made the Ruhr 
Valley virtually a military zone 

as a result of the devastating 
raids by Allied bombers which 
have been pounding the area in 
day and night attacks, newspaper 
reports indicated last night. 

The correspondent of the Neue 
Zuercher Zeitung wrote from 
Berlin that “the authorities are 
taking the air war with the ut- 
most seriousness; of this there 
can be no doubt.” 

Two important effects of the 
bombings, the Nazi press made 
clear, was that newspapers were 
permitted to speak of the damage 
in superlative terms and new de- 
crees were issued to require 
further sharing of homes still in- 
tact. 

The present wave of emphasis 
on the damage and danger from 
air raids was believed to stem 
from a tour of the devastated 
areas by Propaganda Minister 
Goebbels.
